of I he Royal Hospital for Naval Pen¬ 
sioner^. Ihc first of whom moved into 
residence in 1705. 'I’he chapel was a 
part of the general rcconsinielion of 
I he old royal palace onderlakcn by .Sir 
C'hristopiicr NS'rcn. Although ihc 
foundation was laid In 1699. it was not 
coniplcicd until 1745 under Ihe super¬ 
vision of the Archil cel Thomas Kipluy 
and il was 1750 before it was opened 
for public wiuship. 

l*heii in 1779 the whole edifice was 
{leslro)cd by fire, In rcporiing Ihc fire 
the Annual Register of January 2. 
1779. described the chapel as ihc most 
hcauiiful In the kingdom. It was rc- 
hiillt under Ihc dirccllon of “Athenian*’ 
Siiiart who gave il ils classical lines 
and ornate internal deeonition. while 
retaining Wrcn*s noble proporlions, 
The building was once again ready for 
worship in 1789 and il has remained 
much as it was at that lime lo the 
present. 

RESTORATION 

In the course of the years the grime 
nf J.ondon covered the delicate colour- 
in^ and. during the last war. some 
minor damage made restoration essen¬ 
tial. So In 1955 the Ministry of Works 
undertook a major rcconstruciion and 
cleaning operation, while at the same 
time, some old ornaments were re¬ 
stored to the s;inctuary as a memorial 
to chaplains who were killed during 
Ihc war. On June 21. 1955. Ihc chapel 
was dedicated by (he Archbishop of 
Canterbury to S.S. Peter and Paul in 
the presence of Her Majcsiy Queen 
Eli/:)bcth the Queen Molhcr and yet 
again opened for worship. 

The Royal Hospital was closed in 
1869 and the Admirully transferred 
the Royal Naval College from Ports¬ 
mouth lo Circenwk'b. and the purpose 
of Ihe old foundation changed from 
the interests of (hose who had served 
the Navy, to those who were serving, 
or yet to serve. Today Greenwich is i 
in some ways the university of the 
Navy and a number of hoih junior and 
senior officers go there to he instructed 
in Ihc higher courses of their special!- 
s«ition. 

The chapel remains what it always 


has been—a place for daily prayer. In 
(urn it has served Ihc ivcnsioners and 
' their dependants, the bins of (he Royal 
Hospital School, the orfieers in charge 
(some of them the moM illustrious 
names in Naval history) and now* the 
slalT and students of the college. T^c 
tradition of daily worship continues, 
for each working dav in the cidlege 
begins with a brief service which 
brings together Ihc greater part of the 
oOicers under instruction and their in- 
s true tors. Members of the general 
public are admitted (o Chapel Services 
on Sundays during term time. 

Next time you arc in London, go 
over to see Greenwich. In its splendid 
selling on the Thames the chapel and 
college are well worth a visit. Of Ihc 
many interesting things to he seen in 
the Chaj^l the large picture t^hind 
Ihc al(ar is the most arresting. It repre¬ 
sents the Shipwreck of St. Paul on the 
Island of Malta, as described in Acts 
28 and is (he work of the American 
born artist Renjamin West. It was 
painted for the restoration of the 
Chapel in 1789.

The pulpit, standing high on six 
columns is the upper deck of an origi¬ 
nal ''three decker'’ and is believed to 
have been carved in Deptford Diwk- 
yard by Richard Lawrence for which 
he was paid £280. a considerable sum 
in (hose days. It is made of oak. lime- 
wood and mahogany, and the twisted 
stairway, balanced at one end. is a 
masterpiece. 

The gilded altar is made of Coade 
Slone with a marble lop. Coade was a 
manufacturer of a synthetic stone used 
widely in London for carvings. He bad 
a factory at Lambeth. The secret of his 
process Is now lost. Medallions of 
carvings round the pulpit are of the 
same Slone. 

The organ, built by .Samuel Greene, 
was inslalled in 1790. Il is .i pcrfccl ex* 
ample of an organ of (he period. 

Yet the chapel is not onlv a fine 
piece of architecture; first and foremovt 
It is a place of worship and one w hich 
provides Ihe religious and spiritual 
background to the College's work Lir 
the Royal Navy.

’The first ship to bear the name of 
this great Hli/abelhan was a 32-gun 
American ship of 6f>7 Ions, captured 
on September 28. 1778. and Ihe fifth 
and last seagoing "Raleigh'* a light 
cruiser of 9.750 tons, armed with 7.5 in, 
guns and developing 70.000 i-h-p. which 
was built on the Cbdc by Messrs. W. 
Heurdmorc A Co. Ltd. and launched 
on .August 28. 1919. She was wrecked 
on the Strait of Belle Isle on August 8. 
1922. 

*I*hc present H.M.S. Raleigh was 
commissioned as a shore establishment 
for the Naval Training of men ealkd 
up under Ihc Military Training .Act of 
19.^8. 1hc establishment was built hy 
Messrs. Tarrant Ltd. and was commis¬ 
sioned on ianu.iry 9. I940.asa training 
establishment for ordinary seamen. 
Rear-Admiral C. O. Alexander was ap¬ 
pointed as commanding officer with the 
rank of Commodore. 

New entries were accepted direct 
fr4)m shore at a rate of some .300 a 
week for courses each lasting 11 weeks. 
When the Artificer Training Establish¬ 
ment. H.M.S. Fisgard. opened in 
September. 1940, the officers were 
accommodated in H.M.S. Raleigh, an 
arrangemeni which still continues to- ^ 
day. 

The establishment suffered some 
damage during the air strike on Ply- ^ 
mouth. In April. I94I. one stick of 
heavy bombs fell across the arca-^lwo 
of which detonated in the establish¬ 
ment--the first killing 72 trainees. 

I A A. TAKES OVER 

In April. I >44. Naval Forces of the 
U.S.A. look over Ihe entire camp as 
an embarkation centre. 

On July 29. t944. H.M.S. Raleigh 
was returned to the Royal Navy, the 
next big change lakes place on Febru¬ 
ary 2* 1948. when it became an M.(E)*s 
Training Establishment under Captain 
(E) P. C. Ta>lor, R.N., and as such 
took the place of H.M.S, Impcrieusc 
which had been an afloat establishment i 
made up of the ships Revenge. Resolu¬ 
tion. Valiant and Unicom. A warship 
was provided as a tender for afloat 
training. H.M.S. Newfoundland being 
the first to occupy this ikisilion. In 
October, 1950. afloat training was 
transferred to H.M.S. Howe, where 
the foVsie part of ihe ship was used 
to accommodate all the trainees.
